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As I was about to retire last night I was phoned bjt an out-of-town friend to tell 
me some of wliat is in Livingstone's atricity of a book. It did not help me sleep well. 
Having been sent proofs with no prior notice tliat are wanted back soon, sj-owly as I now 
read I've been working omjthem almost exclusively-, letting mail accumulate. I take a 
little time from that for this. Then, after I've finished with the proofs, I'll return 
to a preface , tho ruef/one being intended just to give an idea of what the book will 

say, and then I'll return to the earlier chapters that will probably be reduced to a 

single one«<w*t • 

I do not know all tliat this mentally ill man who ought not be publicised at all 
says, that being t '< e nature of his illness, no*-' do I know all he maligns to make himself 
look both better and important, but when there is no concern for whether or not people 
are damaged unjustly, only whether it isactionable under the libel laws, of whether they ^ 
are in a position to use^if actionable, I suppose that it will be bad. 

I was not fired by Senator Robert LaPollette, Jr, in 1959. I was not on his 

or his committee's payroll so he could not fire me. fill he could do is' return me to the 
joh I had from wliich I had been detailed to his committee. And I leaked nothing and had 

nothing to leak. 

For other reasons, until Posner's book appeared, I had been writing about that and 
about other events in my now fairly long life in the sense of those experiences as 
learning experiences, hoi; did I learn to do wliat 1 have done when it is not taught in 
collegers and universities. ^ hopd I'll have time to return to that writing. 

LaFollette was not his father's sona. Nor was hi3 brbther Phil. Robert was, all in 

all, the worst employer t ever had. I was, briefly, on the payroll oi the committee he 

Chaired. H e also had virtually notliing to do with preparing the hearings. I had never 

met him when I prepared what was called "tho b^ref" for the very first hearing. I was 

then the mature age of 22. All he had to do wao read ^questions typed and stapled 

into the rightOhal iide of a fik/ folder and he had the exhibits, in order, paperclipped 
to | 

the left side. It was a successful hearing, got the committee off to a good st rt. 

Soon, because^bf my reporting experince and because in high school I had edited the 
paper tliat won Columbia School of Journalism's All-America honor Rating, I was made the 
committee’s editor. I published the henrings and the reports. Before long, although the 
youngest editor on the hill, I had the reputation; lof being the best. I workdd hours haAd 
to believe seeking perfection. When reports came out there were several •» times I worked 
as many as five day 3 and nights without going home to have a Jterlcul ^nd when 

he issued it formally, without his having to do a tiling other than itfad the typed copies, 
I had a copy of those reports on each Senator's desk on the floor of the Senate before 

those sessions Jiegan. 

When I was loaned to the hep rtment of Justice/ito help in its "Bloody Harlan County" 
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cae, then a sensational prosecution, although 1 kept editing the hearings down in Kentucky* 
I got a little tjhind thcppollin^^hedule I'd kept but those books were coming out more 
ra diiyJ£thatf most. Idl, who liad gone to work for the committee, warned me tliat careerists 
who wanted the committee's life to end were trying to get mo fired, one to take my job. 

When I returned from ll entuoky I was almost caught. .up and the quality of the work was what 
it had been. La^ollette, however, was antfxious for the conunitte's life to end. H^had g*/l- 
gottenykl the political benefit he thought he would get from those hearings and he fear- 
ed continuing it would cost him corporation political contributions. T^ose on the staff 
who were careerists, who wanted onl - ^ tliat committee work to go on job applications and 
wanted to move to those better jobs, also wanted the committee to end. But there were # 
pg i plans of one nioro sot of hearings* Tho question was would "t*he committee bo continued 
in tho next session for those hearings* 

In those days before xeroxing it was the practise to get tha^rinting Sffice tg-pull>. 
extra galley proofs to use instead of paying the court reporters for extra stenographic 
typescripts. Once the public hearings were held- and they were all public- they were 
reported. But some reporters wanted to write other articles and scholars as well as 
just^ ordinary citizens wanted to see them* I X always? had extra proofs for that and^e 
peoJLpe just walked into my office and read them, as they did with all committees* Among 
those to whom T mailed proofs was Isadore Stone, then on the New York Post* Tliat was 
before he changed hie name to I • F • S t one and 7yoved to Washington* There were otheio* Among 
those wkpjwamo to my office and r- ad them regularly wao ^ugo Black's sister-inplaw , who 
became a friend and who just recently celebrated her 90th birtday. 

one day one of my superiors on the committeysent a reporter who wa3 a friend of mine 
to look at one particular set of proofs of volumes 4 heaings then being made into books. 
The man was a friend. lie and his Aife and 4.1 ind I would often bowl together on a week- 
end night if I did not have to work* If he had come in himself I'd have shown him the 
proofs And he wibuld have made notes on whatever he wanted* 13ut he was sent to nie for a 
specific set of proofs* He was the Washington correspondent of a labor news service, 
Federated Press* Most of its clients were unions. His story went to all Federated Press's 
papers, one of which was the Communist Daily Worker* And his story was an accurate 
of tho public record* It was ghastly and I remember it well* 

There was then an virulently anti-labor branch of the National Association of Manu- 
facturer that -- nex±x*x~met in New York City in secret. It was known* as 1 now recall as 
"The Special Conference Committee*" You and most others are too young to remember how 
bloody anti-utfe^ activities then were and te^degree to which they were tliat bloody, 
sometimes murderous, bee* use the corporations made it tliat way* Not infrequently also

racist t ns what you may have heard of, tho murders at the S^oumcr Truth hosing project 
in Detroit* X have bound sots of all those hearings* Well, a general Motors vice presi- 
dent, iL arry Anderson, had said at one of those Conlerence sessions tliat the others should 
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gel: VhgmEsl themselves what GM had, a 'Black Region." That gang of GM thugs had been 
pretty violent and caused several murders, to discourage uniln actjvi^e3 and to discour- 
age or eliminate leaders* 

That was what $enry ZonlOSSirrote about* ifwas accurate, it was the public record, 
that hearing having been held, and tliat exhibit was one all the reporters had missed* 
A?ong the papers that carried it was the Daily Worker* So did at least some three-dozen 
other papers* 

The IIA^/bigshots were very embarrassed. They got some of the larger corporations 

in Wisconsin to complain,# to laFollette. he never spoke to me about it. tie just used me 

* 

as a goat an: told them he'd fired me. There was, by the way, no puklic attention to 
that, no release or anything like that. Tliat would have embarrassed LaF. Who wanted to 
get rid of me for other reasons, anyway* 

But this was public information. I never had any other kind. The committee liad.no

classified records, no authority to classify, either* And there was no leak of any kind.

Not long thereafter the man who was then the committee's general counsel, george 
McNulty, when he heade^d the Criminal. Bivision at 3ujStitftf and knew the truth about 
me, made it possible for me to get out of ^hile, with the help of another friend thei^^I 
high in State, when I was the Washington correspondent of what was then the third 
largest picture magazine, after LIFE and L06K, Click* to 6®t ou t ^hile v/hat FDR 
later used^iax^in one of his famous radio "fireside chats" and I have the CIS’s

records on that, inherited from a predecessor agency where J iramy Roosevelt, to whom.;- 
I gave them, then worked. It was the plans for a Nazi putsch in Chile. 

The pro-Nazi Spanish Falange controlled the post office. State brought those j5mm cans 
up in the^pimte^^r"pouch and gave them to my friend at Justice who had them printed, 
with the FBI getting prints, and gaVe them to me. So much for my su^ersion H arry then & 
gets to, I’m told.

At Click I did a sensational series of investigative reporting jobs on Nazi cartels 
and their pre-Pearl tiarbor interference with defense preparations. I thi^k ech and every 
one of them was praised on the floor of the House, one in the Senate. The second in 
that series, on plexiglas, was 'praised enormously, from tfjeltithLte House several 
cabinet: members, including wliat then wa3 "known as ,T War" and even by J. Edgar ^oover. 



That was wliat led General Donovan to have waiting for mo when the finny sent me to 

» « 

the OSS, a special job that made me the small-circle reputation I thereafter had at the 
OSS. *t was a job on which he believed his la\ryery)Jfl had failed. And did he have lawyers! 
One, Arthur Goldberg, was later a Supreme ^ourt Justice. Another, a non-relative 
Donovan plater Jiandled such negotiations as bringing back the Bay of A igs prisoners and 
| tlieHi^r U-2 *‘rancis ^ary Powers. Bi $ D ono va n, a very conservative man with the 

traditional feeling of responsibility for those under him, believed that a bk detail 
of men who had volunteered fof* a very dangerous parachute drop behingf Nazi lines in 
F ranee had been framed a£^jar they got i^to a fight with the Washington MPs. All appeals 
had failed and they were 3 erbing time. Six weeks after my security was cleared and I got 
the job, they v/ere freed. 

That almost got Whitewash published by McKay in 1965. When he heard my name as I 
gave it to the receptionist the man then tfc managing editor there^ asked to have me 

sicsi sent in. He was Howard ^ady, entirely unknown to me. He asked me, "Are you the

Harold Y/oisberg of the ' Paris* case?" "How do you know about that?" I asked him. _ e 

j sa id that he was in the OSS headquarters and everyfene there knew about it. Taris was the 
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name of the sergeant in charge of that detail, ^wont for Whitewash and Mrs. Rawscn, 
he told me a week later f nixxed it« 

I took all those Nazi cartel stories to the Justice ‘hti-Trust division, then 
headed by Thunnan Arnold. Eds was later important to me. I cannot say there was a 
cause-effect relationship but a number of those stories were followed fey those cor- 
porations |eine taken over as alien property. Two that I remember ti** were on the plexi- 

e J? n deal, Rohm & Haas, and the drug hojfse Schering. , 

I was in the part .of 03U that was transferred to ? State. I was never a spook. I 
was an analyst, ^ut after tlu^SHW. joh I did on the Paris case I was used as a trouble- 
shooter. But that was investigating, not spooking. 

« the time to rntivo notis went after those too™ Chito 

hands" instate, they also went after those 'the ultra-reactionaries, they were mho were^ ^ 
at all in their suspicions liberal. Liberal to l(?em mearJ other than reactionary. Tfee 
one I know was involved was a young and very wild man named J ohn Peurifoy. I believe that 
hir, boss, later a public villain for leaking false and prejudicial information about 
peolle ir^tatc to the Ilc^rthys on the Bill, Otto Otepka, was also involved. But I have 
the FBI record in which Peurifoy phoned u oover to brae that he'd gotten me fired. 

It was a real pogrom. I'm told that Harry has this i n hi^bo ok. There were ten, 
supposedly all Jews but one Carcase l*s mistaken identit^alliTred at the same time 
under theTTHcCarran Rider that was declared unconstitutional when it got to the 
Supreme Court - fired for no r-sason at all and that was what that Rider provided for.

I had no charges, no hearing, no appeal. I was just iired. I got the four of us 
together, we agreed to~£fc±fcfc Tight back, and I got the firm then Arnold Fortas and 
Poeter to represent is, pro bono. I did not then know Fortas but I had known Paul Por- 
ter after he went into private practise from being a Federal Communications Oommis- 
ioner. They got usTWMer rehired, with a public apolog y, and we then all resigned. 

My pre-Pearl Harbor wte writing also included exposing native naziB. That got me 
to be fried/ia with the head of the Anti-Defamation league's Washington office, Rabbi 
Paul Richman. Because we were all *W the ADL got interested. Paul told me that some 
in Congress who were really native nazis, headed by and working under a farright GOP 
from upstate York, Taber, had blackmailed George “orshall, then Secretary State. 

They would hold appropriations up or deny them if he did not fire us. I lemember the 
pgm o of the man Paul told me headed tills under Taber* Paul U3ed to refer to me as a 

"one-man ADL." 

I was also told tliat U arry has something about me and the the Attorney's General's 
"subversive" list of organizations. I was never, as best I can now recall, a Met of

me with his imagined conspiracy to lei lied JFK and -feST his second imagined conspiracy, to 
keep him from "breaking the case wide bpen," i3 fictional and was clearly fed to lum 
by vengeanc^iseeking Paul H. RAthermel, Jr., who had been Hunt's chief of security and 
wa 3 , with several others, fired by the Jasons as thieves.

I t as 
may be the most libellous book ever written. il” could mot even be imported into the- 
U5 fSwne it was printed inpiglish, I think I Belgium or C t^chenstein. I have a large 
file on it. Garrison hod endorsed the book and was about. to endorse a moYie based on 
it when I broke that up. So, I kjew the spook in charge of that project. 

Louis Ivon, ^arrison's chief investigator, aalced me to get a copy of the manuscript 
to H.L.Hunt. u e did not want to figuro in it in any way that could bo believed to be 
officially. I phoned Rothermel. Ho asked me to bring it. He told me he'd have a ticket 
waiting for me at the airport, tliat car would meet me, with or without him, at the statue 
of the Texas ranger at tove field, and that they would have «|hotel room for me * 1 Qceepted 
the ticket only, that d von would have paid for if V-had not. And I needed no hotel 
room because I was qlso going To help a British reporter whose photograifcer was a 
good friend. The Brith paper paid my exposes. Tliat is how I mot Rothermel. H e intro- 
duced me to H.L. Hunt, who thanked me. The book has him one of the JFK assassination 
conspirators. So, it seems, although Harry knew the truth from me he connections 
was the assassination. 

The only other connection of qfiy kind I ever had was when Rothermel would phone 
me and.sk me what 1 knew about groups he suspected when they sought m oney from the old 
man.

I have 
copies given to me byT~ the lawyer who next represented them. H e looked me up in 

Ai cmpliis during the Ray evidentiary hearing)*. He gave me those copies and -when 

he forgot to retrieve his Samsonite attached case that he had to leave with the police 
outside the hearing room, he phoned me from ^exas, told me to get it and keep it, and 

i still jSjave it. 

The name of the Taber honcho on that State dirty business was H arold B arger. 
Peurifoy, as ambassador to Guatemala, wqs part of the CIA’s overhtfow of its 
democratically elected government. Peurifoy was so wild he killed himself in a one- 
car auto accident down there. But the military dictotorsh^o that is still xu*t really out 
of power wan responsibejf for an enormous number of murders, something like 50,000 when 
I last heard ot it. And the flight of so many of the bctter-eotacated Guatemalans to 

mostl. I-iexico. 

Of what I remember being told last night about what Carry’s book says about me, 
this is the truth that nobody, not Harry and not anyone else, fever asked me about before 
publication. Hcept that I did tell him the th -%h l;ruth about that non-existing Hunt 
connections and Farewall America, response on the latter was what difference does tliat 
make, that tho French CIA did a fake book on thebassassination, they told the truth any- 

pay. Be did write me thatf as I recall. 

Oh, yes, he lias me somehow dominating a long list of critics in the sense of 
against him.

he had just pushed me that could liave killed me. 

When he kept pressing me for an opinion on his first book I asked liim a question hev. 
cannot answer instead of going into all tliat 1 could Inpca^liave. ^hy would anyone gd 1 ® to 

all the risk of faking the autdpsy film only Jo evolve film tliat disproves the official

story the faking of tho film was intended to protect? 

The closest tiling to an anwwer I ever got is tliat he said he could not uhderstand
